The meeting wes called to order with Mayor Protem Pearson presiding.

"I hafd you this written request again asking that
you set for hearing the application of the Southwestern
Bell Telephone Company filed with the City Council for an
increase in its rates in Austin on the 23rd dsy of July,
1953, As you know, there has been no kind or character of
hearing whatsoever on this matter to date, nor has it ever
been set for hearing. You are all so familisr with the
fact that we have renewed our request for hearing on July
30, 1953, agein on September 10, 1953, in person before
the Council, and agailn on Oclober 21, 1953, I presented to
the City Council through your Clerk, a written request that
the matter be set down for a promt hearing.

"On October 26th, Honorable C. A. McAden, Mayor of
Austin, advised me by letter, that it was the intention of
the Council to look into this matter Jjust as soon as possible.
He also stated that I could expect to hear from you at an
early date regerding same. To date, I have had no notice
whatsoever that you have set the application of the Telephone
Company for a hearing.

"I respectfully request that you set a date for a
hearing on owr gpplication in the immediate future.

MAY 6, 1937, AND IS RECORDED IN BOOK "K", PAGES
159-179, INCLUSIVE, OF THE ORDINANCE RECORDS OF
THE CITY OF AUSTIN, BY AMENDING SECTION 13(b) OF
ARTICLETII, RELATING TO LEFT TURNS AT CERTAIN IN-
TERSECTIONS OF SAID ORDINANCE; REPEALING ALL OR-
DINANCES OR PARTS OF ORDINANCES IN CONFLICT HERE-
WITH; AND DECLARING AN EMERGENCY.

The ordinance was read the second time, and Councilman Thompson
moved that it be passed to its third reading. The motion, seconded by Council.-
men White, carried by the following vote:

The Council had before it the Original Zoning of AREA 8 - Industrial
Area east of the &8 city limit line. MR. BILL PETRI. asked that the property
Just below the Howard Nursery property (which wes recommended ' Residence) be
left "A" slso, as his family did not wish to sell it off for industrial, nor
did they wish to be taxed for industrial property. MRS. CHAS, MITCHELL, member
of the Planning Commission, stated it was evident that many changes in their
recomuendation would occeur, and if Mr. Petri felt the property should be zoned
"A" for his parents, there should be no cbjection %o leaving it "A" Residence,
First Height and Area. No action was taken by the Council this week, and the-
metber will again be considered next week.
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Discussion was held on a contract with Water Control District No. 6.
The City Manager explained this district was beyond the city and Bergstrom
Field and would tie in to an existing line; everything was in good orderw.
they had formed a district, held an electlon, will have both tax and revenue
bonds, and they have good blds on the construction. Councilman Long inguired
as to the effects on future awmexatlon. The City Manager stated the contract
provided that the District would not incorporate; that the city had the right
to purchase the system or any part after three years; that {the bonds are re-
callable, - They are to comply with the subdivision ordinance, Couneilman
Thompson was interested in the revenue, and the sbility of the water system to
serve it, The City Manager explained everything was being charged for, and the
rates were sufficient to take care of their part of capital expenditures of the
water plant.
